(GBH). 

Seven of the victims injured in 
the incident have been discharged 
from hospital. 

The eighth victim remains in 
hospital, but police say this person is 
in a stable condition.

Christmas has come early at Royal Mail 


REPORTER Lawrence John took a look 
at preparations behind the scenes at 
the South Midlands Mail Centre 
in Swan Valley Way, 

Christmas starts for many of us 
when we start to buy the first 
presents or when we put up the 
decorations. 

For Royal Mail it begins in 
February. The reason for the early 
start is the company has to deal 
with an avalanche of post in 
December. 

From December 15 to 24 at its 
South Midlands Mail Centre in 
Swan Valley Way, Northampton, it 
deals with five million parcels and 
letters and two million of those will 
be delivered in Northamptonshire. 

Monday was a red letter day for 
Royal Mail in Northampton as it 
signified its busiest day of the year. 

In 24 hours it collected, sorted and 
delivered 750,000 parcels. 

Standing on the ‘shop floor’ to 
witness this operation is like stand¬ 
ing in a train station. A tannoy 
system rings out followed by a 
message. 

The building is a large clearing 
house. At one end the mail comes 
in, is weighed and sorted. The 




letters and Christmas cards go 
through what looks a lot like a large 
tumble drier but is actually called 
an ‘intelligent letter sorting 
machine’. 

The mail is machine and hand 
sorted to make sure it gets to the 
right part of the depot to be sent out 
to the customer. 

One of the workers who sort the 
post is Penny Bellhouse who has 
worked with Royal Mail for 16 years. 

Penny has an encyclopedic knowl¬ 
edge of all the postcodes across the 
country. 

Her main role is sorting parcels 
and letters for South East England 
and putting them into the bags for 
different areas like Croydon and 
Kingston Upon Thames. 

She also has a special skill of being 
able to find the correct address 
from letters with illegible writing. 

Penny said: “Some of the address¬ 
es are badly written or very vague. 

“We even get letters which say the 
house with the red door three doors 
down from the pub in the village. 

“I just know about the postcodes 
as I am passionate about my work. 

“I initially joined as temp working 
for two months but then I saw an 
advert, I applied, and got the job. 

“I get a kick out of what I do.” 

Looking down on the operation on 
Monday, plant manager Bob Brady 
said: “At the moment there are 
about 300 staff working but from 
5pm this number will rise to 1,200. 

“We have four shifts working each 
day and during the Christmas 
period we hire an additional 350 


staff. Last week the volume of 
parcels due to internet shopping 
increased nine fold and this 
phenomenon is not slowing down. 

“We are prepared for such things 
and that is why we start planning in 
February for Christmas. 

“There is a lot of pressure on us to 
get it right for customers and that is 
why we plan early. 

“As well as this depot here there 
are 10 parcel sort centres across the 
UK which we can utilise. The near¬ 
est one to us is in Milton Keynes. 

“Our aim by Christmas Eve is to 


get everything which comes 
through here out and to the 
customers. 

“We have a final sweep here at 
6am to make sure everything has 
gone.” 

Mr Brady added this depot also 
deals with a lot of post for Father 
Christmas and wanted to assure all 
the children that every item for 
Santa Claus will reach him what¬ 
ever the weather. 

Today is the last date for second 
class mail and it’s Saturday for first 
class letters.

An eye-witness has 
described the mass 
brawl in Bridge Street - 
during which six people 
were stabbed - as ‘like 
the London Riots’. 

Gareth Whitlock, 24, 
said the incident on 
Friday morning was like 
a ‘mass riot’ between 
50-60 people which 
started in Faces bar and 
spilled out onto the 
street. 

Mr Whitlock, who lives 
in a flat with his partner 
at the bottom end of the 
street, said: “We were 
both asleep at 3.30am 
when we heard loud 
screaming and glass 


smashing. 

“We rushed to the win¬ 
dow and could see loads 
of people spilling out of 
Faces bar. 

“It looks like a fight 
between two big groups 
had just taken place and 
then it continued onto 
the street. 

“One person then got 
punched to the floor, 
which led to more fights. 
I decided to then call the 
police. 

“When I got off the 
phone, I saw someone 
picking up what might 
have been a sledge-ham¬ 
mer and throw it into the 
crowd. 

“After this, two people 
got into a car and started 
driving erratically. It 


looked like they were try¬ 
ing to run someone over.” 

The first police car 
arrived shortly after Mr 
Whitlock’s call at 4am. 

Two more police cars 
soon turned up, followed 
by an ambulance. 

At around 4.30am, by 
which time more police 
and ambulances had 
arrived, Mr Whitlock 
said it started to die 
down. 

Six people were stabbed 
during the fight. Police 
are looking for a Stanley 
knife type weapon. 

Many of the people 
involved had travelled 
from London to an event 
at NU Bar. The licenses 
of NU Bar and Faces Bar 
have been suspended. 


Former mayor Geoffrey Howes dies 


Labour party members in 
Northampton are mourning 
the loss of former town 
mayor Geoff Howes, who 
passed away last week aged 
67. 

Mr Howes, who had been 
suffering from diabetes, last 
stood as a candidate for 
Labour in the 2009 county 
council elections. 

He had represented Castle 
Ward, along with John 
Dickie, as a councillor for 
more than 30 years. 

During that time he served 
as leader of the Labour 
Group and Mayor in 1990. 

Under Mr Dickie’s leader¬ 
ship of Northampton 
Borough Council, Mr Howes 
also served as chairman of 
the finance committee. 

His family said in a state¬ 



ment: “Dad can only be 
described as a proud and 
loving man. Proud of his 
town, its sporting venues 
such as The Saints, the 
Cobblers and the 
Steelbacks, and was most of 
all proud to be a 
Northamptonian. 

“Dad was very much a 
voice for the people of the 
borough which saw him 


being re-elected for over 
three decades to represent 
local people at the heart of 
political power and decision 
making at Northampton 
Town Hall, the Guildhall and 
was a much loved and well 
respected borough councillor. 

“He will be sadly missed.” 

Mr Howes was awarded 
the Freedom of the Borough 
in November 2001 in recog¬ 
nition of his achievements. 

A statement from the 
Labour Group said: “We at 
Northampton Labour Party 
are hugely saddened to hear 
of the death of Geoff Howes 
and our deepest condolenc¬ 
es go to his family.” 

Mr Howes’ funeral will take 
place on Tuesday, December 
23 at Duston United 
Reformed Church at noon.

Dunhams admit 
US fraud charges

A couple who took a drug overdose ahead of 
being extradited to the US have pleaded 
guilty to fraud charges. 

Paul and Sandra Dunham, from Collingtree, 
Northampton, have always denied accusa¬ 
tions of defrauding the US company they 
worked for and had fought extradition. 

However, they admitted $lm (£640,000) of 
expenses fraud and money laundering in plea 
agreements with US authorities. 

The pair had spent the money on a Barbados 
timeshare, luxury bedding and a dog sofa. 

A US Department of Justice spokesperson 
said other personal expenses, falsely described 
as business expenditure, included ‘personal 
legal fees, expensive furniture, and a domed 
pet residence’. 

Mr Dunham, 59, also pleaded guilty to an 
additional charge of money laundering. 

Mr and Mrs Dunham have agreed to pay 



back the $lm they claimed. Mr Dunham faces 
a maximum sentence of 20 years in prison for 
the expenses fraud and money laundering. 

Because of her plea agreement, his wife, 58, 
will be sentenced to 60 days in prison. 

The couple will both be sentenced on 
January 29.

For years Jess and Keith 
Wheatley have been raising 
funds for the air ambulance 
service, not knowing that 
one day the charity they had 
long supported would be 
helping to save their lives. 

Last December the couple 
were involved in a serious car 
crash with a lorry on the 
A6003 near Oakham while 
returning home to Gretton 
from an appointment in 
Derbyshire. 

They sustained injuries 
which were so severe that two 
air ambulances - including 
the Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance - had to be called.

A market trader who has 
spent more than 50 years 
working in Northampton 
town centre is retiring.

Fitzy won’t be bowing out of 
the market just yet. 

He first started off as a 
market trader when he was 
just 12 years old, doing it as a 
Saturday job while he was at 
school. 

As years went by, it became 
more of a permanent job, 
and he grew to fall in love 
with it. 

“I have enjoyed every 
minute of being on the 
market. It’s a labour of love,” 
he added. 

“I will be sad to go - but the 
time is right to go. 

“I’ll still be in the market 
hopefully, and will be 
continuing on a mission to 
bring the market back to life.

A former News of the World 



journalist, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was 
given a six month 
suspended prison 
sentence for paying 
for the informa¬ 
tion. 

The ex-reporter 
was accused of 
paying prison 
officer Chapman 
for information 
about Venables’ life 
behind bars after he was 
sent back to prison in 2010 
for child porn offences.

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Wilder - We’ve lost ten games 
by Christmas so we’re realistic

Chris Wilder launched into his play¬ 
ers after their 3-2 defeat to Plymouth 
Argyle. 

Among the many admissions by 
Wilder post-match were that the last 
ten minutes - when the Cobblers 
nearly staged a comeback from 3-0 
down - had papered over the cracks. 

The angry Cobblers boss also 
revealed that he wanted to get rid of a 
number of players, was hauling the 
squad in at 8am on Sunday, and that 
the team’s priority was to reach 50 
points. 

Wilder told reporters following the 
game: “It was a really disappointing 
day. From the start before kick-off we 
get an injury, and I’m going to have to 
deal with that situation because that 
can’t keep happening. 

“Ryan Cresswell declared himself 
fit yesterday, and I get a tug at 2pm 
from the physio that there’s a prob¬ 
lem with him. It’s just a situation I 
need to deal with between the player 
and the physio, because letting a 
manager know at 2pm that a player 
can’t play isn’t good enough. That 
will be dealt with. 

“We wanted to get a positive start 
and we played an attacking team. 

“Everyone talks about the first goal 
in a game, but we might as well have 
just told them we were starting a goal 
down, because the first goal is a gift.

“It’s nothing intricate from their 
point of view, there’s no block and it’s 
a free header by someone who is a 
defender who doesn’t want to be 
aggressive enough and doesn’t want 
a role of responsibility. 

“It’s happened too many times, and 
I understand people shouting at me 
asking what we do in the week. But 
we do set-pieces for and against, but 
when the big game comes and people 
don’t take responsibility then it puts 
us on the back foot. 

“I’ve never been more furious in the 
first five or ten minutes than I have 


today, and that’s over 500 games that 
I’ve managed. 

“It will take me a while to get my 
stamp on the team. I want us to be 
disciplined and organised, but posi¬ 
tive. 

“For the second goal, I’m sure the 
players are bored of hearing what me 
or Alan Knill would have done. But 
possibly 5,000 of us would have stuck 
him in the stand and taken a book¬ 
ing. He’s skipped through five or six 
challenges and that’s unacceptable. 

“At half-time I’m having to change 
the shape of the team, and then we 


go and concede a ridiculous third 
goal. It isn’t good enough, the last 
five or ten minutes have really 
papered over the cracks. There’s a lot 
of hard work to do, more than I pos¬ 
sibly expected.” 

Wilder admitted that the perfor¬ 
mance of his defence was concern¬ 
ing him, and that sorting out this 
side may take longer than he origi¬ 
nally expected. 

He also warned a number of play¬ 
ers that he is looking to move them 
on in a bid to stamp his own author¬ 
ity on the team. 

He said: “We’ve got enough attack¬ 
ing players on the pitch, but it’s the 
other part I’m concerned about; the 
free headers, the lack of aggressive¬ 
ness from my back four, the lack of 
tackles flying in and the lack of clos¬ 
ing down. 

“I thought we lacked mental cour¬ 
age, and we were physically second 
best, and not against a massive side. 

“I’ve brought players in and some 
haven’t worked. There are players 
that need to be moved on, and the 
only way you can do that is when 
contracts expire. 

“I’ve made players available for 
loan, and I’d be worried if I were 
some players here because for some 
of them there have been no enquir¬ 
ies. There won’t be any knocking at 
my door, I’d be embarrassed if they 
were asking why they weren’t play¬ 
ing. I don’t give a monkey about their 
opinion. 

“We will sort it out, but it will pos¬ 
sibly take longer than expected. At 


the moment I’ve not got the balance 
right, and I’ll work at it. There will be 
some disappointed people. We’ll get 
it right because there’s a lot of expec¬ 
tation and it’s a good club. I thought 
the supporters were right to voice 
their displeasure at the performance 
and at me. 

“I’ve maybe been a bit too nice with 
this group. I’m bringing the players 
in at 8am tomorrow. I think it’s right 
that they come in and I interrupt 
their plans because that certainly 
wasn’t good enough for me. 

“It’s my way or the highway, and 
starting tomorrow morning I’ll start 
being stronger with the players. We 
have to start getting our hands dirty.” 

Hopes had been high for this 
Cobblers squad at the beginning of 
the season, but Wilder admitted that 
he was re-assessing his target for the 
season. 

He said: “First and foremost, I’ve 
heard people talking about the play¬ 
offs, but without being negative at 
the moment we have to get 50 points 
as quickly as possible, then see what 
contracts are out in the summer. 

“There are certain players that we 
have to look at. There are players in 
my plans though, I’m looking at the 
likes of Richards, Diamond, Cresswell 
and Lawson. 

“But there’s a lot of work to be done, 
and maybe after the last three sea¬ 
sons, we might have to settle for a 
mid-table situation. 

“I don’t like that, but we’ve lost ten 
games by Christmas and you have to 
be realistic.”

Columnist Tom Reed has his say on the Cobblers’ 
poor 3-2 defeat at home to Plymouth Argyle on 
Saturday. 

The Cobblers suffered a damaging 3-2 home 
defeat to Plymouth Argyle on Saturday in a 
match that will have serious ramifications for 
their season. 

A fortnight after pledging to push his side 
back into the play-off positions, Northampton 
boss Chris Wilder has radically altered his 
short-term aims to “get to 50 points” in a bid to 
stave off relegation. 

Wilder went further by talking of a Cobblers 
cull with players that “need to be moved on”, 
showing, none too subtly, that it may be the 
stick rather than the carrot for his under per¬ 
forming squad. Such talk brings up worrying 
memories of Gary Johnson transfer listing ten 
players before Christmas. 

Cobblers were all at sea against John 
Sheridan’s Argyle, a side that looked a close 
match on paper. 

The Pilgrims wouldn’t let Northampton settle 
and scored from a free header after only two 
minutes at Sixfields. Argyle centre-back Peter 
Hartley lost a flat-footed Ben Tozer to thump a 
Bobby Reid corner past Matt Duke. 

Losing Ryan Cresswell to injury in the warm¬ 


up was frustrating for Wilder and 
conceding via a free header would 
have made his blood boil on this 
bitterly cold Northampton day. 

It’s worth mentioning that 
Cobblers had a full two-week 
break to play this badly and things 
worsened on the cusp of half time 
as Argyle’s left wing-back Andy 
Kellett slalomed through various 
weak challenges to double 
Plymouth’s lead. 

For those not in attendance 
(lucky you) think a five-foot-noth¬ 
ing League Two Ricky Villa if the 
Argentinian had been running 
through defenders made of melt¬ 
ing snow. 

How someone could dribble from 
far touchline to six-yard box with 
not so much as a halting defensive 
toe was farcical. 

Plymouth were, man for man, 
better than their opponents, par¬ 
ticularly in first touch and basic 
passing skills with midfield play- 
maker Bobby Reid standing out. 

That said, Cobblers did have patches of pos¬ 
session but again fell back on the desperate 
ploy of starting to play when they were 2-0 
down. 

This sort of cowardly football has defined 
Northampton’s season having conceded three 
or more goals on seven separate occasions. 

Perhaps Cobblers are victims of being too 


professional, with journeyman players, many 
who live a commute away from the town hav¬ 
ing little desire to “play for the shirt”. 

There certainly seemed to be few breaking 
sweat on 63 minutes as Lewis Allesandra swept 
through the Northampton defence to put 
sleepwalking Cobblers to bed. 

Northampton did rally late on with a well-hit 


Stewart Murdoch volley and an 
Ivan Toney tap-in reducing the 
deficit but it was a token effort. 

Focus will now turn to the play¬ 
ers ripe for the chop in Wilder’s 
threatened cull. Loanees Jordan 
Archer and Daniel Alfei must 
head the list having failed to show 
why they are anywhere near the 
books of Premier League sides. 

Kelvin Langmead too could well 
be out of the door at Sixfields with 
competition strong on the centre 
back positions and the twenty- 
nine-year-old’s injury record 
going against him. 

After that, the one-paced mid- 
field trio of Darren Carter, Ricky 
Ravenhill and John-Joe O’Toole 
are replaceable albeit difficult to 
shift for contractual reasons. 

Maybe Wilder is banking on 
using cash from the sale of Ivan 
Toney to overhaul his squad and 
in that case, Emile Sinclair, whose 
heart doesn’t seem to be in it, 
could also make way for a pair of 
forward signings. 

Cobblers face a grim Christmas with a bleak 
trip to Carlisle this weekend followed by a 
Boxing Day home tie with Bury. 

At full time against Plymouth, the Christmas 
tree atop the Northampton Lift Tower shone on 
the black horizon, much like Cobblers’ play-off 
pretensions which seem a distant vision.
